Experimentalism has of late been 
preached as a prime necessity of 
politics. 
lf by experimentalism Is meant 
simply that 
statesmanship 
must 
now be flexible enough to move 
into new and promising fields of 
policy with the requisite combina­ 
tion of boldness and caution that 
a good frontiersman always dis­ 
plays, well and good, 
If by experimental 
policies 
is 
meant that a national’s total life 
and enterprise can be "planned" 
In Just as scientific and dependable 
manner as a building can be erected 
from the blueprints of architect and 
engineer, that is another matter. 
In this latter sense it is not pos­ 
sible to "experiment" scientifically 
in politics. 
Scientific experimentation 
rests 
upon a few imperative factors, viz: 
(1) 
Precise and ample data. 
(2) 
A coherent "theory of what 
Is attempted. 
(3) 
Complete control of the ex­ 


periment. 
(4) 
The freedom to try th® ex­ 
periment over and over again with 
a slightly different arrangement of 
factors and procedure if results are 
not right. 
An attitude of skeptical caution 
towards results and a willingness to 
throw overboard promptly every­ 
thing that does not really work. 
We do not have precise and com 
prehensive data in political, social 
and economic fields as we have In 
the fields of physical experimenta­ 
tion, planning 
and 
construction, 
Aside from the Utopians, no one 
can possibly have a theory that 
covers the whole of a nation’s life, 
We cannot conduct controlled ex­ 
periments on a nation’s life. 
We 
cannot do the experiments of poli­ 
tics over and over again the mo­ 
ment they prove false. And we have 
yet to find the politician who will 
confess failure routinely, when his 
policies come a cropper.
